• Component #1: Learning To Pray: you will read many devotional materials and 
pray a lot. 

• Component #2: Learning The Bible: you will read the whole Bible. 

• Component #3: Learning Theology: you will read one very large book and one 
smaller book and debate them with Duncan. 

• Component #4: Learning Campus Ministry: this will be the most diverse part 

of your training. We have broken up the competencies you need to acquire into specific 
modules. A typical module may contain one or more Bible studies, some assigned 
readings, some practical tasks, and a conversation with your coach. You will also be 
required to teach something to someone else in each module - this is a key part of the 
learning experience. Your coach will need to sign off on each accomplishment, and they 
always have the right to assign you extra tasks (or to waive some if they feel you already 
have a given competency mastered).
